UESTION that is agitating the minds of the general publie 
at the present time is what becomes of the money, or the 
greater bulk of it, that is appropriated by congress for the 
purchase of cites for postoffice buildings in so many small 

towns. The present congress has appropriated from $5000 to 
$6000 per site in five crossroads towns in Georgia where the’ popu- 
lation runs from one to two thousand people. In the five Georgia 
towns for which money has been appropriated for sites, only one 
postoffice shows receipts reaching as high as $7000 the past year, 
and in that town the present rental paid by the government is $400 
per year. In any one of the five towns named in the appropriation 
bill passed by congress a few days ago a private individual can buy 
the best corner lot in town at a price ranging from $800 to $1200, 
yet the government appropriates for each site from $5000 to $6000, 
and in towns a trifle larger, but under the 2500 population mark, | 
they get an allowance of $7500.

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PORK BARREL POLITICS 

Congressman Smith of Michigan is| 
quoted as follows on the pending | 
public buildings bill which has been | 
voted through by the house: 

“Such a bill is inopportune, espe- | 
cially at a time when the country | 
is soon to face a deficit of $300,000,- 
000. If I should make any critic- | 
isms of items in the bill it would | 
be because of the ornate construc-| 
tion of the postoffice buildings. Post- 
offices shouid be built larger so as} 
to provide for future needs, and the | 
marbel columns and ornamentations 
dispensed with. Congress is not so| 
much to blame for the architecture 
of these buildings as the treasury 
department and the supervising ar- 
chitect’s office. They tell me they 
never draw plans for a_ postoffice 
to cost less than $25,000. Such a 
building is too costly for a small 
town. 

“Yet I am not in sympathy with 
the kind of criticism which  con- 
demns the building of postoffices for 
the small towns, and praises extrav- 
agance in the cities. For instance 
Detroit has an item of $1,250,000 in 
the present bill for the purchase of | 
a site only. This is more than 
twice as much as all other cities of 
the state are to get. Yet we never 
All 


hear any criticism of Detroit. 
the fault is found with Clare and 
the little towns. What would we 


think of a merchant in business for 
himself for many years who con- 
tinued to rent a store? Yet people 
are prone to criticize congress be- 
cause, instead of continuing to rent 
postoffices, it appropriates money to 
put up buildings of its own.” 
While the congressman was _ talk- 
ing he might have added that $7500 
for a postoffice site alone for Eaton} 
Rapids was going some in the way 
of useless ornamentation. The In- 
dependent believes that Congress- 
man Smith has an erroneous con- 
ception of what the people think re- 
garding congressional “pork” appro- | 
priations. For instance, the case of | 
a postoffice building at Clare, which | 
Smith so eloquently 
champions, is this: Clare is a town 
of about 1300 people which number 
has not increased 25 in ten years, 
yet it is proposed to erect a marble 
mausoleum for a postoffice that will 
cost $3500 in upkeep each years as 
$540 per year rent for the 
present quarters. In other words, 
what would you think of a business 
man who was facing a deficit of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year in his actual running expenses 
who would plan an ornate addition 
to his plant that would entail an up- 
keep expense of $3500 in addition 
to the capital required for the ‘build- 
ing, in order to save $500 a year? 
The above illustration applies to 
millions of dollars the pork-loving 
congressmen propose spending in 
crossroads towns all over the Unit- 
ed States, simply for the purpose of 
making themselves solid with the 
people of those communities. 
Congressman Smith is too good a 
business man to apply any such 
principles to his own business, but 
spending public money seems to be 
something else again.—Mich. Ex.

In recent months some interest | 
has been awakened among Califor- | 
nia scientists, growers and fumiga- | 
tors as to the possibility of using li 
quid HCN for fumigation, believing | 
that thereby the process of fumiga- | 
tion might be still more simplified | 
than has been the case through the 
cyanofumer, which was a great step 
forward in the art of fumigation, We | 
have taken up this matter with the | 
leading manufacturers and _ dealers | 
of sodium cyanide and are informed | 
that it is a well known fact that} 
LICN liquifies at a temperature be-| 
low 26.5 degrees Centigrade, and 
that furthermore, the use of liquid 
HCN for fumigation of citrus trees 
und other plants as well as_ build- 
ings, stored products, etc., has been 
suggested some time ago before the 
matter came up in California. We 
are enabled to reprint below an ar- 
ticle by the South African entomol- 
ogist, Chas. William Mally, in the

‘Located as 
they are,’ said Mr. Graves, “The 
National forests comprise many re- 
gions of superb scenery and unex- 
celled recreation attraction. In a 
very real sense these attractions of 
the forests constitute a natural’ re- 
source that must be safeguarded, 
utilized and developed.” 

Mr. Graves stated that a quarter 
cf a century had passed since the 
establishment of the first National 
forests by a law which marked the 
beginning of a new and more en- 
ligthened method of public land ad- 
ministration. The nineteenth cen- 
tury land system, he said, was one 
wholly of land distribution, which 
was successful 
cultural lands but unsuccessful as 
applied to non-agricultural lands 
chiefly valuable for growing timber. 
The keynote of the present-day pol- 
icy is to secure such a disposition, 
use, and development of the public 
lands as will render a maximum 
service to the public. “The coun- 
try has recognized that public lands 
ot chief value for forest purposes 
and essential to protect water re- 
sources should remain under pub- 
lic control,’ Mr. Graves continued. 
“The struggle is now on as to who 


shall own and control the public 
water-power sites, the coal, oil, 
phosphate, and potassium deposits 


and the common grazing lands that 
are not suited to development by 
individuals under any of the home- 
stead laws. 

Eleven states in the east have in- 
vited the government to establish 
National forests in their borders by 
purchase of mountains lands, while 
others have inaugurated a policy of

PERUVIAN ALFALFA 

Inasmuch as considerable interest 
is being manifested in the hairy type 
of Peruvian alfalfa, the results ob- 
tained by C. C. Bowles of Calipatria, 
Imperial valley, should prove inter- 
esting to the readers of this maga- 
zine, says the California Cultivator. 
In a letter to one of the large seed 
houses, Bowles says: 

“I now have 200 acres in hairy 
Peruvian alfalfa. The foliage of the 
plants is more dense than other va- 
rieties, the leaves coming out in 
clusters all along the main stem. 
The common alfalfa has a leaf short 
and round like the clover. The 
hairy Peruvian has a long slender 
leaf shaped like a rabbit’s ear and 
is covered with a fine coating of 
hair. 

“IT have a field of smooth Peru- 
vian which I re-sowed with hairy 
Peruvian. In passing through the 
field after our recent cold weather I 
found the smooth Peruvian wilted 
and yellow as if touched by fire. It 
had been frozen to the ground while 
the hairy Peruvian standing beside 
it was as green and thrifty as in 
midsummer. I call that a fine de- 
monstration. I have about 80 acres 
of smooth Peruvian mixed with the 
common alfalfa which I will proba- 
bly plow next fall and sow in hairy 
Peruvian, as the hairy variety seems 
to withstand the rigors of this cli- 
mate best both winter and summer. 
Others will soon make the change 
when they see the superiority of the 
hairy Peruvian demonstrated.” 

J. F. Nicholson, agronomist of the 
college of agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Arizona, in commenting on 
this new type of alfalfa, said, “The 
quantity of hairy Peruvian alfalfa 
seed is very limited and the de- 
mend is growing rapidly in our sec- 
tion, which would tend to advance 
the price considerably over that of 
common alfalfa seed. Some of the 
seed houses may sell alfalfa seed 
which is probably a cross between 
hairy Peruvian and the common va-
